A Final Message to My

In some com m unities of this senatorial district, the primary contest leading up to the 
election has been full of bickering and strife and misrepresentation. .You are glad the fight is 
so near its close. 
So I am . 
Party m en and women who, in September, 1920, were together in 
thought and action, this spring are at variance. Much has been said and done that has aroused 
our disgust and contem pt. 


The first contest of its kind in Illinois in many years was witnessed in the fall primary 
of 1920. 
Th^ Chicago hall, at that tim e, took its first hand in state-wide 
political 
affairs. 
This spring, history has repeated itself. 
W e are fighting the sam e forces now that we fought 
then. 
The spectacle d o es not .set w ell with th e average voter, whose interest is in clean gov­ 
ernment, clean politics and an honest expenditure of funds that he pays to the state govern­ 
ment in the form of taxes. 


It is the function of a law-maker, whether in the Senate or House, to use his influence 
and vote in behalf of good and efficient laws. 
If he does not function thus, he betrays the peo­ 
ple who elect him to office. 


W hen a public official, and I don’t care what his rank may be, forgets that he is but 
a temporary trustee of the people’s affairs, that official forfeits the respect and confidence of 
good citizens. 
W hen a public official assumes, because he holds office, that he can use our tax 
moneys, our charitable and penal institutions, our em ployes who are paid their salaries from 
out of tax moneys, and all the other machinery of state, to further his own political ends, or 
the political ends of m en pledged to serve his own selfish purposes, then that official is a trait­ 
or to the people w ho h a v e honored him. 


Illinois is due for a political house-cleaning. 
It can be started by the next General 
Assembly. 
It will not be commenced by the next legislature, however, if the men w ho compose 
it are tools of an elem ent that has proven its stripe in Cook county, and seeks now to operate 
down-state, 
lf the next General Assem bly does not begin, in sharp terms, to check this influ­ 
ence where it is, you and I will witness the worst political debauch of all time, in 1924. 


It is the Ludin-Thompson w a y , if scheming politicians cannot clear the patch for them ­ 
selves peacefully, to try to do so by m eans of character assassination. 
And, pitiful as the sit­ 
uation may be, there are local followers of the Ludin-Thompson idea in Morgan county— men 
who, in 1920, said they w ere against that kind of thing— w ho, this spring have allowed them ­ 
selves, because of financial inducements, to pursue the sam e tactics. 
Let that brand of politics 
proceed a little farther, and it will be impossible to induce men and women to run for public 
office w ho have any respect for them selves, or for their fam ilies. 


I am against such politics. 
I was against it in 1920, and I have not changed my posi­ 
tion or n y convictions. 
Such methods have got to end. 
W e have got to arrive at the point 
w here the state, instead of the individual politician, com es first. 
It is the privilege of Senator John A. W heeler, my opponent in this race, to change 
his 


stand and his beliefs from those of 1920, if he wants to do so. 
He has publicly pledged him ­ 
self to carry out, if elected the policies of the Ludin-Thompson-Small poltical group. 
He obey­ 
ed the mandates of that elem ent in the last General A ssem bly, after condemning it in Septem ­ 
ber, 1920. 
Why he becam e so abject a follower is probably a matter for him to settle with 
his own conscience. 
At any rate, that is what happened and in pursuance of his change of heart, 
he introduced the anti-civil service bill and was, ip short, an administration leader in the senate. 


In return for that support, Governor Small has placed at Mr. W heeler’s disposal in 
Morgan county the w h ole strength of the Richard (D ick ) L. D ye political faction. 
Mr. Dye, 
by virtue of his appointive standing at the hands of the Governor, is regarded as the administra­ 
tion leader here. 
He is head, therefore of the W heeler cam p aign organization. 
Governor Sm all also has placed at Mr. W heeler’s disposal the full strength, of the 
.state institutions in Jacksonville— institutions owned by you and me, supported by you and m e, 
and accountable to you and me, as citizens, for their proper maintenance. 


Pledge cards have been circulated freely in W h eeler’s behalf. 
Employes w ho have fa il­ 
ed to do their bidding in connection w ith these pledge cards, have been discharged. 
Some of 
them are at home today and among them are men who served in the late war. 
They are out­ 
raged at this un-American attempt to steal from them their constitutional right of free and inde­ 
pendent franchise. 
A nd, while these efforts have b ien going on for the purpose 
of 
black­ 
jacking voters into line for the Lundin-Thompson-Smal! candidate for the State Senate, paid 
workers have been calling at private homes, and have been holding meetings, trying to tell in­ 
telligent people that the forces opposed to W heeler are “ vicious, lawless and the creatures of 
an illicit underworld.” 


I have never heard of such infam y, such hypocracy, such falsehood, 
elem ents in this senatorial district condone those methods. 
And yet, certain 


And, this Is the kind of politics w e are forced to witness. 
I have m anaged, thus far, 
to avoid personalities. 
I deplore and detest a campaign based on such practices. 
I am new at 
politics, I will admit, but the desperate means which part of the opposition has em ployed in or­ 
der to force its candidate into office, whether or no, have thoroughly disgusted me. 


I am everlastingly against such political m ethods as have been foisted upon good 
people by this Chicago crowd aided by its local followers, that knows no value of human char­ 
acter or good name. 
Mr. Wheeler can lend his influence to that kind of thing if he wants to, 
but I will not do it. 
I am ready to support A l l good m easures that come from the Small a d ­ 
ministration, in spite of its threats and its meaningless prom ises; but as for the ourely political 
ambitions of the crow d that is back of that administration, if I go on in public life as your serv­ 
ant, I shall fight them. 


In addition to the issue I have set forth, there is looming another which, to the aver­ 
age voter is bigger than all— that of CLEAN POLITICS as against UNCLEAN POLITICS, and 
the despicable m ethods that go with the promotion of the latter. 


I feel that, if I arn to go on for a time in public life, my duty to an honest electorate 
will not be performed until I dedicate m yself unconditionally, to the cause of clean politics. That 
pledge goes, so far as that is concerned, if I am to remain in private life. 
Government and poli­ 
tics in this Republic of ours, are inseparable. 
If one is clean, the other has got to he. 


S ofar as “ organized" backing in Morgan county is concerned, I have none. 
I am 
appealing to voters w ho know the history of the last year and a half in this state, and w ho 
know of my opponent’s intimate connection with, and future pledges to, the elem ents that have 
brought the cloud. 


It has never been my stock in trade to make claim to any superabundance of virtues, 
but I am at least sincere.
